Justice Thompson, however, has omitted one re- 
form that he might have included. It is charged 
by students of our judicial administration that 
our courts of review show too much regard for 
the technicalities of the law and too little for the 
accomplishment of substantial justice. This pro- 
cedure has made them not an occasional resort 
to.be appealed to only when a defendant has a 
strong case but the usual court of appeal in 
every crimina] case in which the defendant has 
money enough to meet the expénse of review, and 
too often the criminal has profited and slipped 
away.

The laboratory men are finding that 

raying hay and many other feeds will 

give them vitamine values that they need 


feeds. It would geém that every barn 
should be equipped with an efficient ray- 
ing lamp, These laboratories report that 
the milk of stall fed cows is poor in vita- 
mines, but if the cows are rayed daily 
thé milk they give is rich in vitamines. 
In order to get a suppry of freshly lafd 
eggs in midwinter poultry farms keep 
some hens in warmed houses in the mid- 
winter season. The eggs from such hens 
are poor in certain vitamines, The labor- 
atéries report that if the hens are treated 
with proper lamps the eggs they lay will 
be rich in certain vitamines. 
The two protéctive vitamines of great- 
est importance are the antirachitic and 
the antiscorbutic. Orange juice is-one of 
the best known antiscorbutic agents. The 
advantage of a two-in-one protective food 
is obvious.

Engiand ; virtually outright cancellation 
‘of the old paper currency and issue of a 

new one on the pre-war footing, as in 
‘the case of Germany; or, as in. the case 
of Belgium and Austria, stabilization on 
the basis of a currency unit revalued at 
its existing market price. None of the 
countries concerned has yet tried the 
plan of raising its depreciated currency 
‘part way to the nominal gold valuation 
and resuming gold payments at the rate 
| achieved. But it looks much as if France 
was considering that program. 

Reasons For aad Against. 


The reasons for and against it are well 
known. Gold resumption on @ devalua- 
tion ‘basis necessarily involves partial re- 
pudiation. Germany defaulted éntirely 
on the obligation implied when the cur- 

rency was issued. 
| It thereby sanctioned repudiation of the 
huge mass of public and private long 
term indebtedness and subsequently 
granted only a fractional and carefully 
circumscribed revaluation of state secu- 
rities and private mortgages. 

Even Belgium forcibly scaled down ex- 
isting debt. In revaluing its old paper 
franc around 2% cents, when its nomina] 
‘pre-war value was 191-3, the Belgian 
_government evidently not only repudiated 
|80 per cdnt of the currency and of the 
‘savings and bank deposits based on it 
‘but cut down equivalently all long term 
{public and private obligations incurred 
before the war. 
| Since a great part of the outstanding 
govérnment obligations always is held by 
the citizens of the revaluing country, and 
since those citizens subscribed for much 
of those securities at a far Aigher gold 
valuation, the case obviously was pre- 
sented of a government mulcting heavily 
the thrifty home investors who helped it 
in its time of need. 

May Hit Freach Investors. 

This is particularly true of France. On 
the other hand, there is a twofold argu- 
ment commdéniy presented against gold 
resumption at the pre-war rate or even 
at a rate well above an existing market. 
First, the war time and post-war debts 
may have-reached such enormous nomi- 
nal proportions as to make it impossible 
to carry the burden of interest and prin- 
cipal payments on such a basis. Second, 
a large and continuous raising of the 
curfency’s gold value will naturally cause 
equivalent fall in prices, with all the dis- 
turbance and confusion involved to the 
country’s trade. 

The second counter-argument has been 
greatly pressed of late. Its acceptance 
was the main explanation for Belgium's

Special Case of France. 

Economists and practical financiers 

generally agree that the burden which 
would thereby fall on France would be 
unsupportable; that explains why even 
the soundest French statesmanship is not 
doing gold resumption at 191-3 cents to 
the franc. It wholly rejected, however, 
the idea of “ stabilization” around the 
franc’s 2 cent rate of last midsummer, 
and now the premier refuses to discuss 
similar action even at the 3% cent rate 
to which the franc has lately risen.
